TROCBLE AT KIVANCHOIVAN, 
——_~~———— 
FRENCH SOLDIERS KILLED 


Since her acquisition of the tersitory of 
Kwanchowan, in 189%, France has experienced 
considerable trouble with the bands of armed 
outkaws that have infected these regions from 
Ume immemorial. During the first three years 
of occupation, the Government of French Indo- 
China was obliged to organise, on several oc- 
casions,n ilitary operations agains: these daring 
bandit, who from time to time raided the 
villages and even the town of Kwanchowan 
itself, : 


Owing to tue extreme mobility of these bands 
and to the proximity of the Chinese frontier, 
the French troops were able to inflict litle or 
no punishment o9 the intiuders. After each
